“BUÜN A BALE” OF COTTON PLAN 
WILL NOT BRING SETTLEMENT. 
Certain Southern farmers have launched a “Burn 
a Bale” plan to replace the “Buy a Bale” movement, 
inaugurated more than twelve years ago, when the 
price of cotton dropped to five cents a pound. 
This new plan gives no morf indication of being 
S success than did its predecessor. 
In 
fact 
the 
“Burn a Bale” plan does not even hold forth as much 
promise of success, because it is fundamentally un­ 
sound. Destructive measures never were conducive to 
permanent settlement of a problem, and certainly 
the “Burn a Bale” idea is destructive enough. 
A local, merchant today was describing some of 
his experiences with the “Buy a Bale” movement 
Like other patriotic citizens, he declared, he joined 
the effort to do something for relief of the farmers 
in their financial distress. His was a “never again” 
attitude. 
. 
t 
“The buy a bale movement was just getting un­ 
derway,” he asserted, “and I joined in. 
I decided 
to buy a bale of cotton and pay ten cents for it in 
the hope that my act and similar acts of thousands 
of others might relieve the situation. 
I called one 
of my good customers and told him to bring me a 
bale. He did and 1 gave him a check. I lost a good 
customer then and there. I never knew what it was, 
but evidently something about the transaction was 
displeasing to him, for it wa^ rare he was ever in 
my store afterwards.” 
If Tha Daily thought for a minute that the “Buy 
g Bale” or the “Bum a Bale” plan offered any last­ 
ing benefits, it would be one of the first agencies 
Ao sponsor one or the other, but this newspaper can­ 
not believe that either would help. 
The necessary thing is that next year’s acreage 
must be reduced.. Some plan may be formed to 
getting a better price for this year’s product, 
If 
such is the case, it will mean that ample 
credit 
facilities have been provided for extending credit to 
holders of their 1926 crop. 
This is a problematical question, but 
there 
is 
every reason to believe that a reduction of at least 
25 per cbnt in acreage in 1927 will bring about a 
much higher price. 
This is a condition, however, 
which the farmers, themselves, must be most in­ 
strumental in bringing about. 
The bankers can advise acreage reductions, but it 
must be the farmers who make such 
reductions. 
Less acreage in cotton was advised this year. The 
Daily, on numerous occasions, printed the warn­ 
ings from various farm experts and publiihad con 
siderahle editorial comment, urging tW lafM hra of 
Morgan and neighboring counties not to bank too 
heavily on cotton as their major cash crop* There 
was every indication that the acreage planted wotild 
be large this year, and, considering the carry-over, 
there was every reason to believe, if conditions of 
growth were good, that another big crop would re­ 
sult, with resultant lowering of price. 
Farm lead­ 
ers urged acreage reductions, but planters generally 
paid Httte heed to these. A big crop was planted, a 
big crop was grown, and a small price is the logi­ 
cal and the natural result. 
Next year, the farmers of the South will have a 
new opportunity. 
If they have profited by their 
mistake of 1926, the agricultural year of 1927 should 
be a banner one. 
If they have failed to profit by 
the mistake, serious financial depression is certain 
to follow.
